was expressed for various Imperial edictsenjoining protection to missionaries. The Earlyaa reminded that American missionaries In

China had early learned to appreciate the wis.
dom contained In tho writings of Confucius,
and that It was an American Christian mission-ary who first translated the works of ConfuciusInto English. The address spoke diplomatically
on the question of religion. It said: "We do
not bellsve that religion Is a thing ot ethnic,
limitations, but that whatever truth the great
author of our being has made known to men ofany nation lathe rightful heritage of all man-
kind: and that as a matter of natural and Im-
perative obligation, thoie vt ho believe that they
have received the truth aro bound tomakoltknown toothers."

The reply of the Earl was by all means the
moat Important utterance he has made publicly
since bo ha been In this country. It will bo

en that It gives soma hints of the Earl's
plainly his approbation of the

work of Christian missionaries In China, andstate with surprising frankneis that opium
smoking I a great rnrse to the Chinese. Illsreply, a Interpreted, was as follows:

"Gentlevikn: It affords me great pleasure to
acknowledge the grateful welcome to this coun-
try offered to me by you as the representatives
ot various Hoards and societies who have en-
gaged In China In exchanging our Ideas of thegreatest of all truths which concern the

destinies of man.
"In the name of myaueutt master, the Em.poror of China. I beg to tender to you his best

thanks for your approval and appreciation for
tho protections ntiordvd to the American mis.
einnaries In China. What we have done and
how little we haio done on our part Is nothing
bat the duties ot our Government: while the
missionaries, as vou havovoably expressed, have
not sought for pecuniary gains at the hands ot
our people. They have not been secrtt emissa-
ries ot diplomatic scheme. Their labors have no
political slgnlflcaucc. and last, not least. If I
might be permitted to add, they have not Inter,
fered with or usurped the rights of the terri-
torial authorities." In a philosophical point of view, as far as I
have been enabled to apuroclatr, Christianity
does not differ much from Confucianism, ns the
golden rule Is expref ted In a positive form In one,
while It Is expressed In the negative form In tbe
other. Logically speaking, whether these two
forms of expressing the same truth cot er exact-
ly the same ground or not. I leave It to the
Investigations of those who bave more phil-
osophical tastes. It Is at the nresent
enough to conclude that there exlt not much
difference between the wine saying of the
two greatest teachers on the foundations of

.which tbe whole structure of the two systems
of morality Is built. As man is composed nf
soul. Intellect, and body. 1 highly appreciate
that your eminent Iioaril", In yoor arduous and
much esteemed work in the field of China, hat e
neglected none of the three. I need not say
much about the first, being an unknowable
mystery ot which our greatest Confucius had
only an active knowledge.

"As for Intellect, you have started numerous
educational establishments which have served
as the bel means to enable our countrymen to
acquire a fair knowledge of tho modern arts
and sciences of the VeL As for the material
pari of our constitution, your sooletles have
started hospitals and dispensaries to save not
only tho soul but also tho body of our country-
men. 1 have alio to add that In the time of
famine In some ot the provinces you have done
your best to the greatest number of tho suffer-
ers to keep thetr bodies and souls together.

"Ilefore I bring my reply to a conclusion I
have only two things to mention.

"The nrst, the opium smoking, being a great
curse to the Chinese population, your societies
have tried their best, not only as anti-opiu-

societies, but to afford the bet means tn stop
the craving for the opium; and alto you receive
none as your converts who are oclum smokers." I hate lo tender, in my own name, my hen
thanks for your most effective praters tn God
to spare my life when It was Imperilled by the
assosiln'a bullet and for your most kind withes
which you have just now so ably expressed in
the Interests ot my sovereign, my country, and
people."

Having finished with morals and philosophy,
tne Earl received the Governor's military staff.

It was nearly 1 ::0 when the Earl entered his
carriage, accompanied by Mayor Strong, Gen.
Hucer. and Lo ring I.uh. In the second car-
riage were Gov. Morton and members nf Ids
brilliant staff. The other members of the Earl's
suite and the rest of the Governor's staff fol-
lowed In carriages, the procession thus formed
to be headed aud followed by the mounted
troops. At the very head was a detachment of
mounted police, and Immediately following
them camo the dellcht of everybody, tbe
mounted brass band. There were crowds from
the very start to the flnlih. Fifth avenue from
Thirty-thir- d street to the Washington Arch
was lined with people all tho way on
both sides, with big, bulging crowns at
Madison and Washington squares. At the latter
point a turn was made through Fourth street
Into Hroadway. The latter thoroughfare was
Impassable for an hour before the appearance
of the party from Fourth street to Leonard,
Around the new marble building on the corner
of Leonaril nnd Elm streets. In the twelfth floor
of which the members of the Mercnnts' Club
modestly appease their noonday appetlt. thure
was a dense pack of people composed In large
Droportion of Italian and Jewish women from
tbe neighborhood of Mulberry Ilend Pork.

Hut first tt should be recorded that before tho
arrival of any or the Waldorf pnrty a single
rubber-tire- d hansom drove down Leonard street
hill and brought up sharp s,t the entrance of
the marble building. Everyone know it must
bo a person of Importance who occupied that
hantom, else he would not be permitted to pass
the police, so etery one gazed with high ex-- i
pectatlun. Few realized how great and delight-- I
ful was the surprise In store, but when the oc-

cupant of the haninm disclosed himself,
reaching over to tip the driver, there
was a glad and Joyous cry extending
from the Tombs to tho Hroadway cablo
cars: " It's Chaiincey, the peach!" It was even
so. Just as Or. Uepew stepped out on the
waU a small shop boy from a window In lho
opposite building piped In shrill tones; "Say,
Chauncey. you are tho belt ever." Ir. Depew
turned, lifted his hat, bowed to tho hoy, smiled
on the delighted thousands, and skipped
up the inarblu stair to tho elevutor,
lighter hearted for that honest nnd un-

solicited epigram us to his manifold vir-
tues.

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IS AIT. HOOD IN ERUPTION?

THE VEAIt HAIO TO HATH BEEN
A HOUSED TO ACIIOS,

Smoke and Hteara Heera to laaue from a
I.oriy Veat-Flrl- na- Itocka Put Sloan,
tain Cllatkera la Pertl-- A Girl Knocked
Ialo a Crevnose, but Eaeapea Alive,

PoUTLANn. Or., Sept. 1. It It only through
merechnure that a party ot mountain climbers
who made the ascent of Mount Hood on last
Wednesday were not burled beneath an ava-
lanche ot rook and ashe. There was an erup-
tion as tho party, of which William Killings-wort- h

and his daughter Fay were member,
were making the descent of the mountain.

The party, which consisted ot twenty-on- o per-
sons, had reached tho summit ot Mount Hood
Id safety at about 3:40 o'clock tn the afternoon,
and had started down again, when they met
with an experience that none of them will caro
to pass through again.

They had come to a crevasse some four feet
wide which about half ot the number had
crossed, when they wore startled by a rumbling
sound resembling tho roar of thunder or artil-
lery. The imt Instant the earth trembled, nnd
on looking up stnoko and steam were scon Issu-
ing from n tottering cliff directly aboro them.

The air suemed to be filled with Hying rocks,
and an avalnuclin of boulders camo tearing
down tho mountain ldo directly toward the
point where tho helpless little knot of moun-
taineers wero standing. In an Instant, almost,
the stream of boulders was upon the in.

Gno of lho largest must havo "truck near Miss
Fay Kllllngsworth, who was standing between
her sisters Dora and Nannie, for sho was tossed
Into the air and then thrown Into a crevasse
some fifteen feet deep, where she wasaftorward
picked up unconscious. Tho boulders cleared
the crevasse and then continued their wild
flight down the mountain side. Tho rest ot the
partv escaped more fortunately.

Tho guide who accompanied the party at
once went to Mils Kllllngsworth's aid. Upon
getting down Into the crevasse Into which sho
had been thrown, ho saw only a piece of her
dress. liy dint of hard work, however, he soon
bad her uncovered. The young lady's face and
hands were bruited and bleeding, and she was
unconscious.

A small flask of brandy was the only restora
the at hand, and this was applied In all hasto
and had the desired result. Miss KUllngswortb
had to be carried down the mountain, and
then Dr. Uafferty was summoned by telephone
from Portland, as It was feared that she was se-

riously Injured.
1 he eruption lasted but a few minutes. Aftor

the rocks and ashes that tt ere ejected had fallen
and tbe boulders had passed, all was serene
again. Several other In the party were also
struct by the rocks, but none of them was seri-
ously Injured.

Mr. KUllngswortb and his party reached home
and the many friends ot Miss Killings-wort- h

were pleated to learn that she was not aa
badly Injured as was reported. No bones wore
broken, and Dr. Kafferty, who Is attending her,
rays she will come out all right. Her bruises
are severe, howerer, and it will take her some
tlmo to recover from the shock.

Mount Hood Is near tbe northern border of
Oregon, about seventy-fiv- e miles east of Port-
land. A great many exaggerated stories nero
told about Mount Hood, as well a other of our
Western mountains. In the early day of our
knowledge ot the Pacific slope. For a long time
Mount Hood enjoyed the undeserrad distinction
of lifting Its bead V'0,000 feet above the sea-Th-

one explorer or survovor after another
began to give smaller figures as the altitude ot
tbe mountain, until at tail they reduced Its
height to about 11.A0O feet.

A farmer who lives near the base of the moun-
tain said, after another slice bad been taxen off
Mount Hood, that if the explorers kept on the

mountain would become nothing but afireatla the ground. This pleasantry was quoted
tn tne Ilojal Geographical Society a while ago.
and Mr. Freshtield, referring to Mount Hood.
poke of "reducing a mountain toadepres.bn."
It Is possible, of courso, that Mount liooil Is In

a state of mild volcanic eruption: but more de-
tails are required beforo 11 will be worth whlla
to give much rrrdenco to tho above report.
There Is conclusive evidence within the past
half century that ncveral of our great moun-
tains in the northwestern part of the country,
formed as they were by the piling up of vol-
canic matter, cannot be numtfrert tetainoug
the wholly ezttuct volcanoes. North of Mount
Hood, in the Slate of Washington, are the great
peaKBof Ilaker, Itanler. and St. Helens, all of
them very mildly active.

Several eruptions of Mount Ilaker aro re-
corded, notabiv that of lhS.l, when streams of
lava covered the western tt. Helens
has often clouded tbe skies of Washington with
dry volcanic ashes, but It Is utherwise quiet and
peaceable. 1 his mountain, however, has in re-
cent years given more slgnsof a little activity
than any of the others. Mount Knhiler ill Is
thus called In alt the Government publications,
though the residents of Taconia Insist that Ta-co-

Is its proper name) sometimes imlts
steam and smoke from its great crater.

tt seems evident, however, th.tt for some cen-
turies past there bave been no very violent
outbursts of volcanic energy In any part nf this
large region. The wonderful growth nf enor-
mous trees upon tho foothills of these moun-
tains seems to be conclusive proof of this fact.

Mount Hood is partly covered with foreils of
pine and fir. and It hssbien regarded as a
dormant or wholly extinct volcano. On one nf
Its sides Is a nearly vertical precipice about
7,000 feet deep.

The police have begun to clear the Armenians
out from their hiding places.

In
the first named quarter forty-li-t o women and
children, who had taken refugo upon the
flat roof of a house, wero dlscotered by tho
nob which made their way to the roof and
butchered tho helpless rofugecs aud finished
their bloody work by throwing the bodies of
thelrvlcttruslnto the street.
